Fig. 2 is a top view showing four directories converging to a central location. 

Fig. 3 is a schematic view showing how existing computer and communication networks 

connect with democracy theatre. 

Fig. 4 is an isolated view of democracy theatre's creative basis. 

Fig. 5 is an example showing a display screen connected to democracy theatre's 

computer and communication center. 



DESCRIPTION 



Fig. 1 is a perspective view of one democracy theatre site. A democracy theatre site 
represents real community life 04 with real border's 10 on real Earth 12. Local 
government defines the border's 10 on real Earth 12. A democracy theatre site is defined 
a city, a Native American nation, a borough, a district, a town, a defined geographical 
area with a sense of community, and having an elected government. 

Fig 2 is a top view showing four facets representing four directories within border's 
10, a business and organization directory 15, a government directory 14, a resident 
directory 16, a television and culture directory 17. This invention's specifically designed 
communication and computer center 20 begins as the civic community's 04 web site 
home page 20. It contains all four directories, connects all four directories, and connects 
all four directories with all other computer and communications networks. It connects to 
and provides all directory locations with audio and visual communications, computer 
program services, and a virtual location seven days a week and 24 hours a day. Web site 
20 is the foundation design from which to build a computer and communication center 20 
in each civic community 04. 
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Fig. 3 is a perspective view of democracy theatre's relationship with existing 
communication networks. Democracy theatre's computer and communication center 20 
is linked via hardwire 22 or wireless 23 to its directory locations, to other democracy 
theatre computer and communication centers 20, and anywhere on communications 
networks 22 and 23. All types of virtual private networks 21 and telephone and 
television communication networks on 22 and 23 connect at site 20. 

Fig. 4 is a schematic view of a directory and an individual. This schematic view 
shows the creative basis of democracy theater. Ownership 10, work 18, and judgment 19 
are considered creative aspects, inherent 0 of each individual 01 . It is further reasoned, 
that government is generally an outgrowth or steering mechanism of our collective 
business lives and that television is generally an outgrowth or steering mechanism of our 
collective personal lives. 

More evidence shows these inherent creative aspects in self, government, and 
economy. Notice the straight-line similarities: 

self: ownership 10 work 18 judgment 19 

government: executive 10 congress 18 judicial 19 

economy: capital 10 production 18 sales 19 

OPERATION 

Fig. 5 is an example of a display screen of a democracy theatre computer and 
communication center 20. Democracy theatre begins as a web site placed in the internet 
following the specific model as set forth in this invention. The computer and 
communication center 20 is preferably built in its real community 04. The entire 
community is uploaded to government 14, or business 15, or resident 16, or television 17 
directories. Telephone and television communications are connected 22, 23. All types of 
virtual private networks 21 are connected a 20 with government 14, or business 15, or 
resident 16, or television 17 directories. 
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Democracy theatre as described above is a virtual public network of civic 
communities. Starting with a web site placed in the internet following the specific model 
as set forth in this invention, a computer and communication center 20 is constructed 
within a community 04 with real borders 10. The center 20 contains government 14, 
business 15, resident 16, and television 17 directories. The entire community is uploaded 
into these directories. Each directory location is connected to center 20 and is in the 
virtual public network. This provides the user with audio and visual communications as 
well as computer program functions full time from center 20. Television and telephone 
communications 22 and 23 are connected and integrated. All types of virtual private 
networks 21 are connected and integrated. 

Democracy theatre is the first and only virtual public network. It has many positive 
effects: 

1 . It promotes economic development and civic revitalization in each community. 

2. It provides users improved audiovisual communications and computer functions. 

3. It opens the internet door to more advertising within each community and 
between communities. 

4. It stimulates the global economy, it creates demand for community computer and 
communication centers and improved directory location devices. It creates 
demand for more hardwire and wireless communications installations. 

5. It is an improved orientation for big business and government as their virtual 
private networks are connected to democracy theater. 

CONCLUSION, RAMIFICATIONS, AND SCOPE 

Accordingly, the reader will see that democracy theatre is a virtual public network 
built in the internet following a specific civic community model. Democracy theatre 
represents real life, real property, and real democratic exchange. It is an elevation of 
computer and communications technology to the civic community level and has many 
positive effects. 
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It is a step back to find civility and our source of creativity. And, with our civility and 
our source of creativity clearly defined, this allows us to move ahead with 
communications and computer technology. 

Having now described the invention in detail in accordance with the requirement of 
the patent statutes, those skilled in this art will have no difficulty in making changes and 
modifications in the individual parts or their relative assembly in order to meet specific 
requirements or conditions. Such changes and modifications may be made without 
departing from the scope and spirit of the invention, as set forth in the following claims:

1 . A digital civic community comprising: 

(a) local government defining borders; 

(b) a computer and communication center containing a government directory, a business 
directory, and a resident directory; and 

(c) means connecting said directories.

2. A digital civic community comprising: 

(a) local government defining borders; 

(b) a computer and communication center containing a government directory, a business 
directory, a resident directory, and a television directory; and 

(c) means connecting said directories.

3. A$ifital civic community as defined by claim 2 in which said means connecting said directories 

includes connecting telephone and television communications and all computer virtual private 
networks.

4. A digital civic community as defined by claim 2 in which said computer and communication 
center provides each directory location with audiovisual communication and computer functions 
as full time service in a virtual public network.

5. A*rnethod of making a digital civic community comprising the steps of: 

(a) placing a web site in the Internet containing and connecting a government directory, a 
business directory, a resident directory, and a television directory; 

(b) build a computer and communication center in a civic community containing and 
connecting said directories; and 

(c) upload the entire civic community into said directories.

6. A website in the Internet having a plurality of geographically defined communities 
comprising: 

(a) resident directory, business/organization directory, government offices 
directory, 

(b) means connecting said directories of each said geographically defined 
community, 

(c) means connecting said plurality of geographically defined communities, and 

(d) means connecting said directories with directory locations in said 
geographically defined communities.

7. A website in the Internet having a plurality of geographically defined communities 
comprising: 

(a) resident directory, business/organization directory, government offices 
directory, television directory, 

(b) means connecting said directories of each said geographically defined 
community, 

(c) means connecting said plurality of geographically defined communities, and 

(d) means connecting said directories with directory locations in said 
geographically defined communities. 
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(New) 



8. A method of making Democracy Theatre, a virtual public network comprising: 

(a) identifying the creative aspects inherent within each individual to be ownership, 
work, and judgment, and 

(b) following the logical and natural community building paths of individuals 
connected to the land in a geographic location exercising freely these inherent 
creative aspects and 

(c) identifying a democracy theatre community having four interacting community 
directories of: resident, business/organization, government, and television/culture 
and 

(d) placing in a website, on one page of the website, the name of a community and 
said four community directories, and 

(e) providing directory users with connecting, computing, communicating, and 
advertising means, making the community directory users interactive, and 

(f) placing in said website in a second page a second named community of another 
geographic location and said four community directories, and providing those 
directory users said connecting, computing, communicating, and advertising 
means making second community directory users interactive and first community 
directory users interactive with second community directory users.
